The  I960  Boylermasters,  scoring  overwhelming  victories  in  all  five  Metro- 
politan League  meets  and  placing  high  in  the  Annual  B.A.A.  and  State  Meet 
classics,  once  again  boast  an  outstanding  season  in  track.  Captain  Ed  Flowers  was 
undefeated  in  league  competition  and  finished  a  shade  behind  the  leader  in  the 
State  Meet  600-yard  run.  Top  point-getters  in  each  event  were:  Dick  Carle,  50-yard 
dash;  Ralph  Guzzetti  and  Ed  DeWolf,  300-yard  run;  Tucker  and  Corey,  mile; 
Curtis,  hurdles;  Abrams,  shot  put;  Cooper  and  Farina,  high  jump;  and  Carle, 
DeWolf,  Guzzetti,  Allen,  Flowers  in  the  relay. 

In  the  B.A.A.  meet,  Newton  scored  only  (y>A  points.  Carle  placed  third 
in  the  50',  Abrams  fourth  in  the  shot  put,  Cooper  and  Farina  tied  for  fourth  in  the 
high  jump,  and  the  relay  team  placed  fifth.  As  a  result,  the  boys  finished  fifth.  In 
the  important  State  Meet,  however,  the  Boylermakers  were  more  successful.  Carle 
was  second  in  the  dash,  Guzzetti  placed  fourth  in  the  300,  Flowers  was  second  in 
the  600,  Cooper  tied  for  first  in  the  high  jump,  and  the  relay  team  finished  third, 
for  a  total  of  16  points  and  third  place  in  the  standings. 

Coach  Boyle  has  every  right  to  be  proud  of  his  team.  They  succeeded  in 
regaining  the  Metropolitan  League  title  and  in  walloping  arch-rival  Rindge 
Technical  by  one  of  the  biggest  scores  ever  recorded  in  Newton-Rindge  history.

Mr.  Switzer,  Director  of  N.T.H.S. 


By  1873,  when  Newton  High  School  had 
been  in  existence  for  fourteen  years,  the  high 
school  had  four  major  courses  of  study,  one  of 
which  was  the  Technology  Course. 

In  1905,  a  commercial  course  was  initiated, 
and  three  years  later  the  Technical  High  School, 
Building  Two,  was  erected.  For  many  years  the 
Tech  High  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Palmer.  The  Tech  High  was  soon  divided,  how- 
ever; the  Vocational  High  School,  offering  com- 
mercial courses  was  founded. 

Today,  the  Newton  Technical  High  School 
includes  both  the  technical  and  the  vocational 
aspects,  and  is  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr. 
Warren  M.  Switzer.  The  school  is  run  entirely 
separately  from  Newton  High,  but  the  boys  may 
take  certain  of  the  courses  offered  at  the  classical 
high. 
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In  his  sophomore  year  a  boy  spends  one  week  in 
the  shop  and  one  week  in  class.  Some  juniors  and 
most  seniors  participate  in  the  co-operative  plan 
whereby  they  spend  their  shop  week  actually  working 
at  an  industrial  plant.  The  boys  are  both  graded  and 
paid  for  their  work.
